Economics 

One  very  important  feature  in  the  selection  of  a  school  is  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  faculty.  Only  trained  experienced  men  are  invited  to 
positions  on  the  staff  of  New  Haven  Preparatory  School.  Each  in- 
structor must  qualify  as  a  man  of  character  and  ability,  with  special 
training  for  teaching  and  at  least  two  years  teaching  experience. 
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History 

THE  New  Haven  Division  of  Northeastern  University  wsls 
founded  in  1920.  Under  the  administration  of  North- 
eastern there  were  three  departments,  an  Engineering  Depart- 
ment, a  Commerce  and  Finance  Department,  and  a  Preparatory 
Department,  the  latter  heing  known  as  the  Northeastern  Pre- 
paratory School.  Starting  with  less  than  50  students,  the  Pre- 
paratory School  grew  and  developed  until  in  1925  there  was  an 
enrollment  of  175.  During  1925,  the  Northeastern  Preparatory 
School  took  the  name  of  the  New  Haven  Preparatory  School, 
and  when  in  May  of  the  following  year  the  New  Haven  College 
was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
to  succeed  the  New  Haven  Division  of  Northeastern  University, 
the  general  administration  of  the  Preparatory  School  was  turned 
over  to  the  College. 

As  soon  as  the  high  quality  of  work  done  at  Northeastern 
in  both  its  college  and  preparatory  departments  was  recognized, 
and  its  ability  to  meet  a  real  need  had  been  demonstrated,  the 
Sheffield  Scientific  School  of  Yale  University  very  generously 
placed  buildings  at  the  disposal  of  the  school  for  evening  work. 
Classes  are  now  held  in  Leet  Oliver  Hall  and  Winchester 
Hall.  The  friendly  interest  and  active  co-operation  of  Yale 
University  has  been  an  invaluable  aid  in  the  development 
of  the  work. 

During  the  life  of  the  Preparatory  School,  men  and  women 
have  been  prepared  for  various  colleges  including  Yale,  Con- 
necticut Agricultural  College,  Wesleyan,  Brown,  Boston  Uni- 
versity, Gates,  Columbia,  Northeastern,  Connecticut  College 
for  Women,  Notre  Dame,  University  of  Michigan,  LaFayette, 
and  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  Some  of  these  men  and 
women  have  received  all  of  their  preparation  here;  others  have 
completed  preparation  begun  elsewhere.    A  number  of  students 
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have  also  secured  the  preparation  needed  for  entrance  to  the 
Engineering  and  Commerce  Departments  of  the  New  Haven 
College. 

This  is  the  history  of  the  beginning  and  growth  of  the  New 
Haven  Preparatory  School.  It  is  equipped  to  meet  the  needs 
of  a  great  many  students,  and  the  administration  is  confident 
that  its  task,  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  for  a  useful  and 
happy  life,  can  be  successfully  accomplished. 

Equipment  and  Accommodations 

The  equipment  of  the  New*  Haven  Preparatory  School  is 
practical  and  affords  every  facility  for  conducting  modern, 
high-grade  courses. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School 
of  Yale  University,  the  School  has  been  granted  the  use  of  Leet 
Oliver  Hall,  located  on  Hillhouse  Avenue.  This  places  at  the 
disposal  of  students  and  teachers  facilities  for  the  most  efficient 
work. 

In  the  fall  of  1928,  Yale  University  opened  up  Sterling 
Chemistry  Laboratory  for  the  use  of  our  students.  This 
laboratory  is  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  Our 
students  are  fortunate  indeed  to  have  such  splendid  equipment 
at  their  disposal.  A  physics  laboratory  has  been  equipped  in 
Dunham  Laboratory  of  Electrical  Engineering,  thus  giving  our 
students  adequate  facilities  for  experimentation  in  physics. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  has  graciously  ex- 
tended to  the  students  of  the  New  Haven  Preparatory  School 
the  use  of  the  large  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  maintained 
by  the  Association.  Students  wishing  to  enjoy  these  privileges 
must  apply  to  the  Registrar  of  the  school  for  a  card  entitling 
them  to  admittance  to  the  physical  department  during  the  regular 
hours.  Special  students  are  granted  this  privilege  only  on 
Saturday  afternoons  and  evenings.

New  Haven  Preparatory  School 

Admission 

All  work  pursued  in  New  Haven  Preparatory  School  will  be 
equal  in  content  and  quality  to  that  taken  in  a  day  high  school. 
No  elementary  school  subjects  are  offered.  In  order  to  be 
admitted  as  a  regular  student  of  the  school,  a  candidate  must 
have  completed  the  equivalent  of  an  elementary  school  edu- 
cation. 

Students  who  can  fulfill  these  requirements  are  accepted  re- 
gardless of  color,  race  or  creed.  The  school  is  open  both  to 
young  men  and  young  women. 

Students  who  have  previously  attended  other  high  schools 
will  be  accepted  and  given  full  credit  for  the  work  they  have 
successfully  completed,  provided  the  authorities  of  the  school 
forward  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the  ability  and  attitude  of 
the  student  and  a  copy  of  his  record.  Character  references  will 
be  required  of  each  student. 

Students  not  carrying  a  regular  program  of  studies  will  be 
enrolled  as  "special"  students  under  the  same  general  require- 
ments given  above.  These  students  will  be  given  special  courses 
to  fit  their  particular  needs. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  early  as  possible. 
All  candidates  must  appear  in  person.  The  period  for  enrolling 
begins  September  1,  and  continues  until  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term,  September  29. 

Terms 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  two  semesters,  each  covering 
seventeen  weeks  including  the  examination  period. 

Attendance 

Students  are  permitted  eight  excusable  absences  and  six 
excusable  tardinesses.     Everyone  must  appear  for  examination 
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on  the  announced  date.  All  adjustments  covering  absence, 
tardiness  and  for  failure  to  take  an  examination,  must  be  made 
with  the  Headmaster. 

The  Program  of  Studies 

The  program  of  studies  is  divided  into  two  groups:  the 
course  leading  to  higher  institutions,  such  as  colleges  and  normal 
schools,  and  the  general  high  school  course  which  aims  to  give 
the  student  a  broad  general  high  school  training. 

The  College    Preparatory  Curriculum 

In  order  to  receive  a  diploma  in  this  group  of  studies  the 
student  must  complete  16  units  of  work.  A  unit  of  work 
represents  one  year's  work  in  a  subject. 

Of  the  necessary  16  units  for  graduation  the  following 
units  are  required : 

English 4  units 

Mathematics 2  units 

Science 1  unit 

U.  S.  History 1  unit 

Foreign  Languages 2  units 

The  remaining  six  units  of  work  can  be  elected  by  the  student 
with  the  approval  of  the  Headmaster. 

The  General  Course 

In  the  general  course  sixteen  units  are  necessary  for  gradua- 
tion.    The  following  units  are  required : 

English 4  units 

Mathematics 2  units 

U.  S.  History 1  unit 

Science 1  unit 
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The  remaining  eight  units  can  he  elected  hy  the  student  with 
the  approval  of  the  Headmaster. 


Schedules,  Records  and  Reports 

All  copies  of  schedules,  records  and  reports  are  kept  by  the 
Registrar  at  the  Administrative  Office.  Reports  are  issued  to 
the  student  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Students  may  learn  their 
standing  at  any  time  by  requesting  this  information  from  the 
instructor. 

Rank  in  subjects  is  reported  as  follows: 

A — Very    satisfactory    work      ....     90-100% 

B— Satisfactory  work 80-89% 

C— Fair    work 70-79% 

D— Tolerable  work 60-69% 

F — Failure — requiring  repetition  of  the  course 

The  certification  grade  of  the  school  is  80%.  Students  who 
do  not  receive  a  grade  of  B  or  better  in  a  subject  will  not  be 
certified  for  admission  to  college  in  that  subject.  A  grade  of 
D  or  better  will  be  accepted  as  a  passing  mark  in  a  subject. 
The  final  average  of  the  semester  is  based  upon  the  daily  class 
work  and  the  final  examination  mark.  The  daily  class  work 
counts  2/3  and  the  final  examination  1/3.

A  small  additional  charge  will  be  made  for  carrying  the 
accounts  of  students  who  do  not  settle  for  their  tuition  within 
thirty  days  following  the  opening  of  each  semester. 

Scholarship  and  Loan  Funds 

The  school  has  the  use  of  several  scholarships  which  are 
awarded  to  worthy  students  who  need  financial  assistance. 
There  is  also  a  small  loan  fund  available  to  needy  students. 
Information  concerning  these  scholarships  and  the  loan  fund 
can  be  had  upon  application  to  the  Headmaster. 

Description  of  Subjects  OfFered 

The  following  descriptive  list  of  subjects  includes  regular 
curriculum  subjects  as  well  as  special  subjects.  The  adminis- 
tration reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  certain  courses  when  the 
enrollment  is  not  sufficient. 

English 

The  English  course  covers  four  years  work  in  Literature,  Grammar, 
Oral  and  Written  Expression.  The  fundamental  purposes  of  the  course 
are  three : 

To  develop  power  of  clear,  correct,  eflfective  expression. 
To    train    student    to    think    independently. 

To  develop  a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  best   in   English 
and  American  Literature. 

The  course  is  outlined  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  in  English.  All  three  phases  and  purposes 
of  training  in  English  are  presented  in  each  year's  work.  In  so  far  as 
is  possible  special  attention  is  given  to  the  individual  needs  of  the 
student.     The   masterpieces   of    literature   are   employed    not   only    for 
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their  literary  values  but   as   a  means   of  assisting  the  pupil   in   gaining 
power  in  'oral  and  written  composition. 


Mathematics 

The  purpose  of  tlie  courses  is  two-fold:  (1)  to  make  the  student 
acquainted  with  such  mathematical  facts  and  skills  as  are  most  likely 
to  be  useful  in  the  study  of  other  subjects,  and  (2)  to  give  him  a  suffi- 
cient basis  for  advanced  mathematical  studies. 

Genekal  Mathematics  Ic,  Id. — A  practical  first  year  mathematics 
course  which  provides  for  a  careful  review  of  the  fundamentals  of 
arithmetic,  a  comprehensive  study  of  beginning  algebra  and  an  in- 
troduction to  plane  geometry. 
General  Mathematics  2c,  2d. — A  careful  review  of  Ic,  Id,  and  a  thor- 
ough study  of  the  fundamentals  of  algebra  up  to  and  including  quad- 
ratics. 
Alceijra  la,  lb. — The  essential  operations  of  algebra  to  quadratics  are 

covered.  The  emphasis  is  on  the  fundamental  principles. 
Algebra  2a,  2b. — This  course  completes  the  Elementary  Algebra  re- 
quirement. The  student  is  prepared  for  the  College  Entrance  Ex- 
amination Board  examinations  in  Elementary  Algebra. 
Geometry  la,  lb. — The  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry  are  studied. 
Numerous  original  exercises  are  employed  to  stimulate  the  power  to 
reason   clearly   and   to   derive    logical   proofs. 

Solid  Geometry  2a. — This  course  comprises  the  standard  theorems  in 
solid  and  spherical  geometry.  Stress  is  laid  upon  numerical  exer- 
cises involving  mensuration  of  solid  figures.  The  work  is  designed 
primarily   for  those  who  are  preparing  for  college. 

Trigonometry  la. — Trigonometry  is  the  basic  study  for  the  accurate 
measurement  of  heights  and  distances  and  forces  ;  for  the  astronomi- 
cal observation  of  longitude  and  latitude;  and  for  higher  mathematics 
generally. 

Foreign  Languages 

LATIN 
Latin  L — The  course  plans  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  ele- 
mentary rules  of  Latin  grammar  and  construction,  and  to  develop 
the  ability  to  translate  and  read  Latin  understandingly.  Attention 
is  given  to  an  appreciation  of  the  influence  of  Roman  culture  and 
civilization.

Latin  II. — The  aims  stated  above  are  continued  throughout  the  work  of 
the  second  year.  Increased  attention  is  given  to  the  reading  of 
Latin  literature,  with  particular  attention  to  selections  from  Caesar. 
The  life  and  customs  of  the  people  and  an  appreciation  of  the 
influence  of  Latin  upon  English  are  given  careful  consideration. 
Students  are  not  given  credit  for  Latin  unless  it  is  pursued  for 
two  years. 

FRENCH 
French  lab,  2ab. — The  courses  in  French  are  planned  with  the  purpose 
of  giving  to  students  (1)  an  appreciative  comprehension  of  French, 
both  as  literature  and  as  a  spoken  language;  and  (2)  a  sufficient 
knowledge  to  fit  them  for  advanced  work  in  higher  schools.  The 
essentials  of  the  grammar  are  mastered  by  continued  drill  and 
constant  application.  The  attainment  of  good  pronunciation  re- 
ceives careful  attention,  and  from  the  beginning  the  student  is  trained 
to  understand  spoken  French. 


SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

American  History — A  careful  and  comprehensive  study  is  made  of 
United  States  History,  including  not  only  the  story  of  earlier  times, 
but  also  an  analysis  of  events  from  the  Civil  War  down  to  and 
including  our  own  times.  Special  reference  is  made  to  the  con- 
stitutional, political,  and  economic  development  of  the  nation. 

Ancient  and  Early  European  History — This  course  gives  a  compre- 
hensive view  of  the  early  history  of  the  race  to  the  period  of  the 
Renaissance.  Attention  is  given  to  primitive  man,  the  Orient,  the 
Greeks  and  Romans,  the  growth  of  Christianity  and  the  development 
of  early  European  civilization. 

Economics  la,  lb. — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  two-fold :  first,  to 
lay  a  sound  foundation  of  economic  theories  and  terminology  for 
those  who  are  planning  to  continue  their  studies  in  college ;  secondly, 
to  give  the  student  an  appreciation  of  the  complexity  of  modern 
economic  problems  so  that  he  can  participate  intelligently  in  their 
solution. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE 
General  Science — General  Science  aims  to  tell  not  only  the  story  of 
man    and    his    relation   to   his    environment    but    also    the   laws    and 
principles  which  control  the  world  in  which  he  lives.    It  aims  further 
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to  increase  the  students'  power  to  observe  and  think  with  scientific 
precision.  The  subject  matter  of  the  course  is  drawn  from  the  field  of 
hygiene,  astronomy,  biology,  chemistry  and  physics.  The  demon- 
strations conducted  by  the  instructor  give  the  student  an  insight 
into  laboratory  methods  and  procedures. 
Physics — This  course  aims  to  teach  the  fundamental  laws  and  prin- 
ciples of  physics  and  to  make  the  pupil  aware  of  the  part  played  by 
physics  in  his  daily  life  and  to  stimulate  individual  thinking  in  regard 
to  various  physical  phenomena.  The  laboratory  work  makes  it 
possible  for  the  student  to  test  and  apply  principles  learned  in  the 
class-room. 

Chemistry — The  work  is  divided  between  lecture-room  discussion  and 
demonstration  of  the  fundamental  principles  and  facts  of  inorganic 
chemistry,  on  the  one  hand ;  and,  on  the  other,  experimental  work 
in  the  laboratory  by  the  students  individually.  The  latter  is  closely 
supervised,  and  the  student  is  required  to  do  his  work  neatly,  ob- 
serve results  carefully,  and  endeavor  to  reason  from  these  results 
to  legitimate  conclusions.  He  must  also  keep  systematic  records  of 
this  work  as  directed.    At  least  forty-five  experiments  are  performed. 

VOCATIONAL  SUBJECTS 
Mechanical  Drawing  la,  lb. — This  course  is  of  an  elementary  nature 
and  is  intended  for  the  student  who  has  had  no  experience  in  the 
use  of  drawing  instruments.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  selection  and 
use  of  instruments,  lettering,  geometrical  constructions,  revolved  and 
auxiliary  views,  orthographic  projection,  intersections,  fastenings, 
simple  plates  in  machine  details,  and  drafting  room  standards.
